thereupon the Convention adjourned! 
Conway and Vaughn declare their pur- 
pose to organize a party at once on the 
Scward platform—but ii is apprehended 
that wo shall hear nothing more of con- 
stitutions in Kansas until the people leel 
the need of a State organization.— 
Political gamblers have played out their 
hands." 


Virginia and Buchanan.. 


The Democrats of nearly ever}- coun- 


ty in Virginia have held meetings, du- 
ring the last few weeks, for the appoint- 
ment of delegates to represent them in 
State convention, which WHS held in 
Petersburg, on the second day of this 
month, for the purpose of nominating 
candidates for the chief executive of the 
State, to be voted for on the fourth 
Thursday in May next.

These orders were promptly and effectu- 


ally obeyed. On the 4th October, 
1857, 


the Mormons captured and burned on 
Green River, three of our supply trains, 
consisting of seventy-fire wagons loaded 
with provisions and tents for the winy, 
md carried away several hundred animals. 
This diminished the supply of provisions 
so materially that General Johnston waa 
obliged to reduce the ration, and even with 
ibis precaution, there was only sufficient lelt 
to subsist the troops until the first of June. 


Onr little army behaved admirably in 


heir encampment at Fort Bridger, under 
hese trying .privations. In the midst of 
he mountains, in a dreary, unsettled, and 
nhospitable region, more than a thousand 
miles from home, they passed the severe 
and inclement winter without a murmcr. 


They-looked forward with confidence for 


relief from their country in due season 
and in this they were not disappointed. 


The Secretary "of War employed all his 


energies to forward them the necccssnry 
upplies, and to, muster and send such a 
military force to. Utah as would reqderre- 
istanee on the part of the Mormons hope- 
ess, and thus terminate the war without 


rights of sovereignty, and a naval force 
was at the same time ordered to the (Ju- 
ban waters, with directions "to protect all 
vessels ot the United States on the high 
seas, from search or detention by the ves- 
sels-of-war of any other nation." These 
measures received the unqualified and e- 
ven enthusiastic approbation of the Amer- 
ican people. Most fortunately, however, 
no collision took place, and the British gov- 
ernment promptly avowed its recognition 
of the principles of international law upon 
this subject, as laid down by the govern- 
ment of the United States, in the note of 
the Secretary of State to the British min- 
ister at Washington, of April IU, 
1858,

One alleged cause for procrastination in tlie 


examination and adjustment ot om claims, 
arises from an obstacle which it is the duty of 
the Spanish government to remove. Wliilst 
the captain-general of Cuba is invested with 
general despotic Authority in the government 
of that island, the power is withheld from him 
to examine and redress wroiijra committed by 
officials under his control, on cituens ol ihe 
United States. Instead of making our com- 
)Uints directly to him at llavana, weare oblig- 
ed to present them through our minister at 
Madrid. These aro then referred back to the 
captain-general for information; and much 
iuie is thus consumed to preliminary investi- 
gations and correspondence between Madrid 
and Cuba, before tlio Spanish government will 
sonsent to proceed tu negotiation. Many of 
.he difficulties between tho two government! 
would be obviated, and a long train ol nego- 
tiation avoided, if the captain-genera) were in- 
vested with authority to settle questions of 
easy solution on tho ipot, where all the facts 
are fresh, and could be promptly and satisfac- 
orilj ascertained. We have hitherto in vain 
urged upon the Spanish government, to confer 
his power upon the captain-general, and our 
minister to Spain will again be instructed to 
urge this subject on their notice. In this re- 
peet, we occupy a different position from the 
powers of Europe. Cuba is almost within 
igbt of our shores; our commerce with it is 
ar greater than that of any other nation, in- 
luding Spain itself, and our citizens are in 
abits of daily and extended personal intor- 
ourse with every part of llie island. It is, 
therefore, a great grievance that, when any 
difficulty occurs, no mutter how unimportant, 
which might be readily settled at the moment, 
we should be obliged to resort to Madrid, es- 
pecially when the very first step to be taken 
there is to refer it back to Cuba. 


Tbe truth ia that Cuba, in its existing colon- 


ial eondition, is nro->»la'-f source of injury and 
annoyance to the American people. It i* tbe 
only spot in the civilized world where the Afri- 
can slave-trade is tolerated ; and we are bound 
-by treaty with Great Britain, to maintain a 
naval force on tbe coast of Africa, at much ex- 
pense both of life .and treasure, solely for tbe 
purpose of arresting slavers bound to that 
island.
